A shoulder mount for a flashlight has a shoulder mount assembly, a bail joint, and a 
flashlight retaining member. The shoulder mount assembly has a rigid plate that rests on the 
top of the user's shoulder. A square base plate has an arm at each corner, the arm rising at a 
ninety degree angle in side profile and rising inwardly at a roughly seventy degree angle in front 
profile. The arms each have a compression spring, the springs holding up a pair of shafts, and 
the shafts support a pair of rollers. The rollers are located above the center line of the barrel of 
a flashlight so that the rollers removably retain the flashlight. The flashlight base plate has a 
mating ball joint centrally attached to its lower surface allowing the flashlight retaining member 
to be angled up or down or swiveled from side to side.
